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NEW RED CROSS SEAL MOVIE 


Arrangements have been completed 
with Thomas A. Edison, Inc., for another 
Red Cross Seal motion picture to be re- 
leased about December Ist. Announce- 
ment of the story and plan of the picture 
will be made in a later Bulletin. 

As in previous years, this picture will 
be released under the restrictions of the 
General Film Company, which will mean 
that many anti-tuberculosis associations 
who would like to have it during the Red 
Cross Seal campaign cannot procure it. 
To such organizations it is suggested that 
early arrangements be made to rent or 
secure the various tuberculosis films used 
previously, such as “Hope,” “The Price 
of Human Lives,’ “The Temple of Mo- 
loch,” and “The White Terror.’”’ The 
first three named may be secured through 
the nearest branch of the General Film 
Company. The last one, a four-reel 
picture, can be secured by the theater 
managers only of the nearest exchange of 
the Universal Film Company. Do not 
rent these films yourself unless you have 
to. Urge your theater managers to begin 
now to book these reels from their regular 
exchanges; tell them that you will boost 
and advertise them during the seal cam- 
paign. Now is the time to get busy. 


AN INSTITUTE FOR TUBERCULO- 
SIS WORKERS 


In co-operation with the New York 
School of Philanthropy and under the di- 
rection of The National Association for 
the Study and’ Prevention of Tuberculosis 
an institute for tuberculosis workers will 
be held in New York City next spring, 
probably in March or April. 

The institute will extend for four weeks 
and will aim to give to workers in the 
tuberculosis field a thorough course of 
training, particularly in the executive and 
administrative problems of anti-tubercu- 
losis work. The courses must necessarily 
be limited, and probably not more than 
fifteen or twenty will be allowed to enter. 

With the facilities of national, state and 
local anti-tuberculosis agencies in New 
York City, and with those of small towns 
and rural districts near at hand, to say 
nothing of the many institutional and 
other advantages, the Institute should 
prove of great service, especially to those 
workers who feel the need for more 
thoro training in this field. Alliance 
with the School of Philanthropy will not 
only give dignity and worth to the Insti- 
tute, but will also provide many necessary 
features. A merely nominal enrollment 
fee of $5.00 or $10.00 will be charged. 
Anyone who is desirous of entering this 
institute should make early application to 
the director, Philip P. Jacobs, 105 East 
22d Street, New York City.

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Tuberculosis Week Dec. 6th to 12th 


Since the August Bulletin was issued 
Tuberculosis Day has grown into Tuber- 
culosis Week, which The National Asso- 
ciation for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis has set for December 6th to 
12th. These seven days present almost 
unlimited possibilities for an intensive 
educational campaign that will reach every 
child and adult in your community. 
Since 1910, when Tuberculosis Day was 
first celebrated, the annual movement has 
grown enormously. This year the Na- 
tional Association is planning for three 
special days in Tuberculosis Week: Med- 
ical Examination Day, Wednesday, De- 
cember 8th; Children’s Health le 
Day, Friday, December 10th; Tubercu- 
losis Sunday, December 12th. 

_ By the time this Bulletin reaches you 
it will not be too early to make pre- 

arrangements, to marshal your 
forces and to map out a plan of campaign. 
While most communities can plan for a 
simultaneous presentation of the various 
features of Tuberculosis Week, par- 
ticularly the three special days, emphasis 
should be laid on the elasticity of the 
movement, where this will secure good 
results in place of no observance at all. 
Better revision than omission. Fit the 
program to the needs of your are 

Medical Examination Day will be the 
first attempt on a national scale to induce 
everyone to have an annual physical 
examination. With no precedent to fol- 
low, the arrangements for the day will 
need to be conducted with ususual care. 
As much of the success of the observance 
of the day depends upon the physicians. 
their co-operation is vital. The Nation 
Association believes that they will readily 
recognize the value of the innovation not 
only as an aid to the early detection of 
tuberculosis or any other illness, but as a 
necessity in the field of preventive medi- 
cine. Plans for the day also include an 
effort to arouse employers in stores, fac- 
tories and offices to the value of a system 
of medical examination for all new em- 
ployees and a periodical re-examination 

old ones. 

Children’s Health Crusade Day comes 
soon after the beginning of the Red Cross 
Seal Campaign and is a fitting date on 
which to begin the sale of seals by school- 
children. Charles M. DeForest, Field 
Secretary of the National Association and 
the Nationai Red Cross Seal Sales Man- 
ager, has detailed plans for observing this 
day which will be announced later. The 
opportunity for instructing the children 
in health matters on this day should not 
be neglected. Special exercises at which 
lectures, essays and playlets on healthful 
living may be given will be found a useful 
form of entertainment and instruction 
for the children. 

The Sixth Annual celebration of Tuber- 
culosis Sunday will be, as heretofore, an 
undenominational and non-sectarian move- 
ment to interest the greatest possible 
number of religious and social organiza- 
tions. An elastic plan for this day is 
especially desirable. If a church calendar 
interferes with Tuberculosis Sunday ar- 
range for a presentation of the subject on 
Sunday, December 5th, at a week-day 
service, before a special group, or by oral 
or printed announcement. Clubs, lodges, 


and other societies should also be 
asked to consider the subject at a meeting 
either on Tuberculosis Sunday or some 
other day of Tuberculosis Week. The 
governors of all the states and the mayors 
of cities will be asked to issue p 
tions endorsing Tuberculosis Week. F 
A one-page circular describing in detail 
the scope, plan and aim of Tuberculosis 
Week and the individual days has been 
repared and may be purchased from the 
ational Association for 15 cents per 
hundred. The sermon outlines used for 
several years past will also be available 
for 25 cents per hundred. If there is suf- 
ficient demand, the “Tuberculosis Prayer” 
by Prof. Walter Rauschenbush will again 
be printed for distribution at 8 cents per 
hundred. The standard tuberculosis 
pamphlet of the National Association, no- 
tice of which is given elsewhere in_this 
Bulletin, will also be available. It is 
suggested that it may be used instead of 
the Sermon Outline. The “Don’t” Cards 
in nineteen different languages are also 
available for $1.90 per thousand in English 
and $2.20 in foreign languages. 


Two New Red Cross 
Seal Bulletins 


The optimism with which'the National 
Association looks forward to the Red 
Cross Seal campaign may be judged by the 
increase in the order for seals from 
125,000,000 to 200,000,000. Seals are now 
ready for delivery, and state agents who 
have not already ordered are urged to 
write to Washington immediately, specify- 
ing the number of seals desired. Local 
agents are also ur to get in touch at 
the earliest possible moment with their 
state agent. 

For use in the Red Cross Seal campaign 
the National Association has two impor- 
tant pamphlets ready for distribution. 
“Conducting the Campaign” is the title 
of what is known as “R. C.S. Circular A,” 
which is intended for state agents and 
general agents for counties or cities of 
large population. It is intended to out- 
line a business-like campaign, under stand- 
ard methods, as demonstrated in various 
states. “R. C. S. Circular B” on “Sell- 
ing Seals—the Most Important Ways” 
is for the information of local agents in 
villages, towns, cities and counties. This 
circular describes the most important 
methods of selling seals which have been 
found effective both educationally and 
financially by Red Cross Seal workers all 
over the country. 

Seal agents are urgently requested to 
give one or the other of these circulars 
their early and careful attention. If the 
information contained in them does not 
anticipate all inquiries, correspondence 
with Charles M. DeForest, National 
Sales Manager, is invited. Anti-tubercu- 
losis workers are also asked to communi- 
cate to the National Association any im- 
provements in methods which may prove 
useful. 


Standard Tuberculosis 
Pamphlet Soon Ready 


A standard pamphlet on “What You 
Should Know About Tuberculosis” is 
about to be issued by the National As- 
sociation. The announcement that an 
authoritative pamphlet on this subject is 
soon to be available should be of interest 
to every anti-tuberculosis worker because 
of the wide use which can be made of such 
a document. 

The National Association has long felt 
the need of a short and comparatively 
inexpensive pamphlet for widespread dis- 
tribution that would contain scientifically 
sound information and yet be readable and 
understandable by everyone. About a 
year ago the Board of Directors of the 
National Association started the machin- 
ery in motion to meet this need by appoint- 
ing a committee of five to draw up such a 
pamphlet. The result is a 32-page book- 
let with cover. It has been prepared with 
painstaking care by the following mem- 
bers of the committee, which is sufficient 
guarantee of its readability and accuracy: 
Charles L. Minor, M.D., Asheville, N. C., 
chairman; David R. Lyman, M.D., Wal- 
lingford, Conn.; W. H. Baldwin, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; H. R. M. Landis, M.D., 
Philadelphia, Pa.; John H. Lowman, 
M.D., Cleveland, Ohio. 

The price per copy has not yet been 
definitely set, but will probably be not 
more than 144 cents. While this may 
prove too expensive for promiscuous dis- 
tribution, it is hoped that the booklet 
will come into general use by two groups 
for which it was especially prepared— i. e., 
tuberculosis patients and anti-tuberculosis 
workers.

A Series of Newspaper 
Articles Free 


The Detroit News has made arrange- 
ments to furnish free of charge to anyone 
copies of the series of seventy articles pre- 
pared by a member of the staff of that 
paper. The articles were originally used 
in a campaign in Detroit which not only 
aroused general interest, but so stimu- 
lated the public to its responsibility in the 
tuberculosis movement 


tuberculosis workers will find it easy to get 
newspapers to run some or all of this 
series. They are written by a newspaper 
man in newspaper style, although they are 
for the most part accurate and reliable. 
The articles are printed for distribution 
in the form in which they appeared in the 


‘News. They are arranged in order in the 


form of a 16-page newspaper, with one 
side of each sheet blank, to facilitate clip- 
ping. It is suggested to local anti-tuber- 
culosis workers that they get this series 
and send it to their papers article by 
article, culling out those articles which 
may not be desirable to use. The articles 
can be used in almost any order. Most 
of them are two columns in width and 
about ten inches long. The Detroit News 
does not ask for or desire any credit for 
the articles, and they may be used any- 


A Parcel Post Exhibit on 


Tuberculosis 


A complete tuberculosts exhibit that 
can be sent by Parcel Post is planned by 
the Educational Exhibition Company of 
Providence, R. I. A standardized form 
has been worked out in connection with a 
Parcel Post Exhibit on Typhoid Fever, 
prepared originally for the North Caro- 
lina State Board of Health. 

This latter exhibit was made up in re- 
sponse to the demand for something that 
could be shipped in a package of such a 
size it would come within Parcel Post 
regulations. It is an admirable form of 
exhibit for use in large quantities to be 
shipped from certain centers. It is par- 
ticularly adapted for use in schools. 

The exhibit consists of 24 units or panels 
hung in eight rows of 3 units high. The 
size of each unit is approximately 12 x 18 
inches and the matter displayed on it is 
printed by a special reproduction process 
on paper which is mounted on two layers 
of corrugated board. Two rows of tape 
tying each group of 3 units together 
are fastened between the two layers of 
board. Full directions are furnished for 
setting up the exhibit, and it can be hung 
very conveniently across a blackboard by 
suspending the upper card in each ver- | 
tical row from nails or hooks fastened in 
the upper moulding of the blackboard. 
Each upper card has two grometed holes 
through which the nails or hooks can be | 
inserted. The outside dimensions of the 
shipping-case which holds the exhibit 
are 834 x 1244x184 inches. The ship- 
ping weight is 17 pounds, which enables 
shipment to be made in the first or second 
zone for only twenty-one cents. 

In order to make a tuberculosis exhibit 
of this type profitable to workers in 
various parts of the country the price 
must be reduced to the lowest possible 
minimum. If orders for 100 or 200 
exhibits can be secured, the Educational 
Exhibition Company will adapt the plan 
of their typhoid exhibit to tuberculosis and 
will be able to produce them for from $5 
to $6 or $6.50 each; or possibly less, de- 
pending on quantity ordered.. These ex- 
hibits are admirable for use during Tu- 
berculosis Week and on other special oc- 
casions. They will also be found very 
valuable in rural and city schools. 

In order to insure the manufacture of 
these exhibits prospective customers 
should send in their requisitions immedi- 
ately.
